As he 
points out in his latest book, the factors 
affecting church attendances seem to 
have far more to do with changing 
social conditions than the state of 
health and current politics pursued by 
the churches. 
He also points out the complex 
relationship between contemporary 
social mores and the morality taüght 
by the church, an observation which is 
realistic but damaging lo the illusions 
of many churchmen. The church must 
have “its moral standards, he argues, 
but never forget that they can never be 
the last word. And for him this is just 
as true of doctrine, It is not surprising 
that one observer once described 
hearing a speech by Dr Habgood as like 
taking a cold bath, of that another said 
he had “a mind like a razor.” 
The latter remark was qualified, 
however, with *“... and a heart of 
gold.” There is an air of good humour 
about Dr Habgood and a lack of 
pomposity, that indicates a rounded 
personality which might otherwise be 
intimidatin.

I1 
would have been more 
honest of the Government to 
say that in the long term 
there was no longer a place 
for public service broadcast- 
ing. for a system regulated to 
some social ûs opposed to 
commercial purpose. 

There is no such thing as 
deregulation. There is regu- 
lation by organizations with 
a public purpose and those 
with a private purpose. We 
have as one part of Our 
television system ITV com- 
panies which posseşs both 
but which, because they have 
been governed by a public 
authority, have produced 
programmes - dramas, docu- 
menitaries, current affairs - 


Is the future of television one 
of bountiful excellence or 
will it be barren? Are we 
witnessing the release of the 
magic energy and creativity 
of private capital or the 
beginning of a cultural strip- 
mining which will leave the 
land bare?

The new prayer book is still under 
vigorous attack; and the failure of the 
unity scheme has put a question mark 
over the whole ecumenical enterprise. 
He bears some responsibility for these 
two, less than ideal, outcomes: it is 
quite likely that being so rational a 
person himself, he failed to give due 
eight to the sentiments and prejudic- 
es of others less rational. 

Dr Habgood is still only 56, with at 
least 10 years leadership 10 Blue 1O 
the church, and he is still manifestly 
thinking hard, still analysing, speculat- 
ing and leaming. He may yet have 
another gift to bring to Anglicanism, in 
addition to the capacity to make it face 
a sociological fact. The church badly 
needs his scientific mind to lead It 
towards a better adjustment to science 
itself, and to lead secular opinions to a 
better understanding of the relation- 
ship between science and religion. 

Since science became the dominant 
ethos of the age, the criterion by which 
all claims to truth are judged, popular

The Archbishop of York. Dr John 
Habgûod, though not enthroned until 
later this month, presides over the 
General Synod of the Church of 
England this week for the first time, 
ğiving that body its first chance to see 
frow well he wears his new mantle.

anniversary in Germany, so Tor some 
of the week the junior of the two 
primates is in sole charge. 

Fortunately for him, the principal 
duty is just to be there as a court of 
dppeal on technical points of pro- 
cedure. On Tuesday he had the 
nleasure of announcing his position in 
ie new pecking order — “York, 
Number Two". Like privates in the 
army, every synod member has to give 
:ıame and number before he can speak: 
nd Dr Habgood likes to take part in 
cebate. not just walch it happen. 

It is a position that no doubt appeals 
iD him, for the new archbishop has the 
rıost logical and sharpest of minds, 
rroved once bv means of a first class 
<cience degree at Cambridge. and 
rruved again every time he speaks in 
nmıblic. He is a case of “once a scientist 
:iways a scientist". for in matters even 
.' tath or church order Dr Habgood’'s 

variable starting point is factual, and 

s melhod to assemble the facts in 
iıdy order. From that his conclusions 
fallow: he is therefore a difficult man 
ı» argue with. Other people"s looser 
~ûints can be impaliently swept aside. 

11l was this quality. sometimes 
rıistaken for intellectua! arrogance, 
hich gave him a reputation for 
«uldness when he first became Bishop 
"FT Durham from an obscure academic 
rust in lhe Midlands. Even before this 
xuımmer’s announcement of his ap- 
:wintment to York, however, he had 
iarled 1o learn how to relax in public, 
znd his appointment also seems to 
have helped. But there is a natural 
îyness to his manner still, and 
pearing on television does not come 
naturally to him. 

His contribution to the Church of 
England will lie elsewhere: in his 
scientific background and the mental 
approach that gives him. It is typical of 
him that when he was preparing for a 
new book on the church in society 
{Church and Nation in a Secular Age, 
Dalton, Longman and Todd £5.95) it 
was not theology but sociology that he 
turned to. and in a characteristic 
Habgood phrase “a realistic appraisal 
of the facts” he summed up where, for 
him, all argument has to start. 

The sociological approach is not one 
the Church of England is terribly keen 
on in general, Jt is as if its relationship 
1o soctety required a certain degree of 
myth and mystery, and too much 
probing might loosen the cement. 
Habgood has no such inhibitions and 
while holding a high view of the 
church's significance for the nation, he 
has no time for ecclesiaslical preten- 
tons.

this colossal moral superiority 
that we feel? 1 get the feeling 
that most of the rest never see 
anything at .all — too stupid or 
loo wicked." This immature 
sense of superiorily applied to 
women, ' Jews, Americans, 
Frenchmen. the aristocracy and 
the lower classes in a particular 
way, and to everyone outside 
the narrow circle in a general 
way. Apostles held that they 
belonged 1o the “real”, and 
everyone else only to the 
“phenomenal” world. 

His elitism led Keynes as an 
economist t10 believe in the 
discretion of elites, of Platonic 
guardians of Lhe public interest, 
The philosophical doctrines of 
G.E. Moore, which dominated 
ihe Apostles before the first 
‘world war, led his disciples 1o a 
rejection of al] rules, and a 
search for “good” states of 
mind ..as ‘the criterion of 
conduct: “We entirely repudi- 
ated a personal liability on ıs to 
obey general rules", Keynes 
wrote ın 1938 looking back at 
his earlier days. Undoubtedly 
his homosexuality, recounted in 
detail by Skidelsky, reinforced

Skidelsky writes: "The his- 
tory of the Keynesian revol- 
ution is largely a story of 
Keynes's cscape from the 
quantily theory of morey.” 
This was indeed Keynes's one 
important contribulion to econ- 
omic theory: the rest of his work 
is in the main a brilliant 
adjuslment of theories already 
formulated to lhe circumstances 
of the moment. Unfortunately 
the quantity theory of money is 
valid, though it is often sıated 
in an unsatisfactory form and is 
both ‘criticized and defended in 
an over simple way. 

The history of the Keynesian 
revolution i5 therefore essen- 
tially a history of error. Even 
Keynes's ‘ sclf-liberation from 
the quantity theory of money 
was not ncw; John Law freed 
himself, and France, from the 
quantity lheory of money in the 
early cighleenth century: the 
consequent . inflation rapidly 
ruined France. Keynes freed 
himself, and the world, from the 
quantity theory of money in the 
1930s. The consequent in- 
flation, with the gradual force of 
a larger revolution, has gone ã 
long way to ruining the world.

VAD revisited 


For the first time ever, women from 
the Royal Naval Voluntary Aid 
Detachment will be officially present 
al the Cenotaph service on Sunday. 
The VADs, trained by the Red Cross 
and the St John Ambulance 
SIssociaton, came under the direct 
command of the Royal Navy's 
Medical Director General during the 
Second World War. YADs, whose 
popular image was of peachy-<com- 
plexioned, beautifully brought-up 
1oung women. nursed and inspired 
sailors in Royal Navy hospitals at 
home and abroad and in sick bays 
attached to shore establishments. 
They were formally disbanded in 
1960 but didnt get around 1o 
forming the VAD (RN) Association 
until last ycar.

Modern international law does in 
fact permit military intervenüon by 
outside states in support of estab- 
lished verıments in certain 
limited circumstances. It does not, 
however, perm it such ater venation 
In support of governmenis 
have actually been overthrown by 
intemal revolution or coup d'état if 
the successors are effectively operat- 
ing as a governmenl. 

This is irrespecüive of the 
constitutional credentials or political 
compiexion of the overthrown or 
their overthrowers. In short, the 
emphasis is on effectiveness, rather 
than legitimacy. 

These rules are defensible to the 
extent that they protect the right of 
nations {o0 determine their own 
system of government, but it must 
be admitted that the emphasis on 
mere effectiveness is not what one 
would wish for in an ideal world. 

It is, however, probably the only 
workabic principle in a world where 
governments differ widely in their 
conceptions of political legitimacy 
and where the refusal of nation 
states to confer real power on 
communal institutions means that 
any attempt by one ideological block 
to Impose its own standards can lead 
only too easily to a confrontalion 
with the other block in which the 
righis of small nations get trampled 
underfoot and which could prove 
fatal to us all.

Every year the Chief Secretary tO 
the Treasury has the unwelcome 
bur necessary task of bargaining 
with his Cabinet colleagues over 
their departmental budgets.

Returning to Europe with his restyled 
swing still io 1he rudimentary stage. Faldo 
won the French Open, the Martini 
International ard the Car Care Plan 
loternational in successivc weeks. The 
dısapporıntment that be felt after the Open 
was immediately healed by success in the 
Lawrence Bailey International in which he 
finished with rounds of 64 aad 62. Then, 
in Spetember, he virtually sealed the 
number one position by winning the 
European Masters, sponsored by Ebel, in 
Switzerland. 

That last victory mens that Faldo will 
be seen less on the European tour in 1984. 
He had not received the release he 
required from the United States circuit 
and he faced a fine or even suspension for 
playing in Switzerland.

When Nick Faldo finally çşeules dom 
for a few weeks rest in his Hertfordshire 
counlry home later next month he will 
open a drawer iı his study and remove 
several neatly-folded shcets of paper, After 
careful examination. during whichı time he 
will momentarily drift into a glorious 
dream. ‘Faldo will replace them in the 
drawer, And there they will remain until 
next July. 


Faldo has treaşured those sheets of 
paper since 1978. They were given to him 
by Gerald Micklem. one of the most 
revered merr ın golf They are a blueprint 
of how to win at St Andrews. Next year, 
the Open Charnpıonship will be played at 
St Andrews. The shects comprise a vivid 
descrıptron of cach hole. “He iş 3 genius”, 
says Faldo of Micklem. “He simply sat 
down one day and by memory went 
through the course hole by hole. Virtually 
every bump and hollow an the greens is 
tndicated. Even the place where the pins 
are likely to be positioncd are noted. And 
there is Information on where to drive the 
ball in order to have the best approach to 
cach green.” 

When Faldo first received them they 
were Interesting, But wınnıng the Open 
then was only a dream. in 1984, he expects 
ıt to be reality. He has to believe thal. 
Faldo has learnt that in order to win he 
must expect to win. In 1983. he has shown 
that he can become the first home bred 
pen champion since Tony Jacklin in 


Faldo actually had a chance of winning 
the Open at Royal Birkdale last July. Only 
on the Jast naine holes did Faldo and bit 
putter falter.
